If I have crimes to charge to Mr. 
George L. Castner, whom I only

In honor of this event Canada pli 
on rale, Christmas morning. 188 
Christmas postage stamp, the i 
stamp of the kind that has ever been 
Issued by any country. In many 
snoots this postal label Is unique 
amoiig all postage stamps. H 
larger than our Columbian stamps, and 
depicted a map of the world with 
possessions of the British empire 
printed in bright scarlet. The oceans 
appeared In a bluish green and 
frame of the design in black. Across 
the top appears the inscription "Ca 
da Postage." with a crown resting on 
laurel leaves tucked in between 
words. At the extreme lower part of 
the design is the boastful declaration: 
"'We hold a vaster, empire than has 
been." Above this: "Xmas., 1898," and 
figure '2" in each lower corner. 

It is worthy of note that this Cana 
dlan stamp was printed by a bank not 
company in the United States. I 
marks a new epoch in stamp produc 
tion, having three colors. Bi-colored 
stamps are not uncommon, but up 
ils (line no country pad ever attem; 
I a three-color stamp. 
While It Is true that Christmas h 
received scant attention by designers 
of postage stamps, the Christian reli- 
bas not been neglected. The story 
of St. George, the patron saint of Eng- 
land, blaying the dragon. Is depicted on 
a stamp; St. Michael, the patron saint 
of Belgium, is slaying another dragon 
on stamps of that country Issued 
1897; Portugal devotes an entire series 
of stamps to St. Anthony, depicting 
him sermonizing to the fishes; his vis- 
ion of the child Jesus; his ascension 
another design presents his por- 
trait. Upon the early stamps of . the 
Virgin islands Is shown a full-length 
representation of the Virgin Mary. 
Recent issues of the stamps of Malta 
picture the shipwreck of St. Paul; the 
stamps of the papal states show the 
triple tiara and the crossed keys of 
heaven of which the pope claims guar- 
dianship. 

The cross is frequently found on 
postage stamps, and upon some issues 
Is the principal feature. The stamps 
of the Island of Monserrat. a West In- 
dian British colony. Issued In 1903 de- 
pict as the central feature a Latin 
to which a robed female clings
